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DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

An Exhibit collected from it for 

the Pan-American Exposition. 

The Department of Justice of 
th« United Stntes Government 
contains much thnt is of interest 
to the general public, and to law- 
yers especially, and, therefore, 
the announcement that, a large 
exhibit, taken from this valuable 
collection, will be made at the 
Pan-American Exposition, will be 
received with great pleasure in 
many quarters. This exhibit will 
include the portraits of all the 
Chief Justices of the United 
States, from Jay to Melville W. 
Fuller, forming a group of highly 
intellectual men. Notable among 
these are the faces of John Mar- 
shall, Roger B. Taney, Salmon 
P. Chase. With these will be 
shown a photographic view of the 
Supreme Court Room, which is 
situated near the Senate wing of 
the United States Capitol. 

The portraits of the Attorneys- 
General of the United States will 
be prominently displayed, includ- 
ing that of the gentlemen to be 
appointed the 4th of March, who 
will, of course, when the Exposi- 
tion opens, be the presiding officer 
of that department. 

One great attraction of this ex- 
hibit will be the collection of law 
books. These include the opin- 
ions of the Attorneys-General, th« 
Statutes at large of the United 
States, many volumes of colonial 
laws and some rare old law books, 
which will be examined with es- 
pecial interest and pleasure, not 
only by scholarly lawyers, but 
by every one who has read his- 
tory. For example, there are 
eleven volumes of State Trials for 
Heresy and High Treason, by 
Francis Hargrave, Esq., pub- 
lished in London in 1776. These 
volumes contain a verbatim re- 
port of all the great trials of Great 
Britain from the reign of Richard 
II to that of George III. It is 
like turning over the pages of 
romance to read, as the visitors 
to the Exposition will be able to 
do, the trial of Mary, Queen of 
Soots; of Sir Walter Raleigh; of 
King Charles I; of Archbishop 
Cranmer; of Titus OateB, the 
learned Jesuit Priest who plead 
bis own cause; of Captain Wil- 
liam Kidd, the noted pirate, who 
roamed up and down the Atlantic 
seaboard and infested the West 
Indies before the great American 
Republic existed. These are only 
a few that are included in the vol- 
umes that will be brought to the 
Exposition. In the same volume 
will be noted the rulings of Lord 
Chief Justice Coke and of the 
notorious Lord Chief Justice 
Jeffries. There are other old legal 
authorities that cannot fail to de- 
light the autiquarian, the scholar 
and the student. Among these is 
the first edition of Blackstone's 
Commentaries printed on the 
North American Continent in 
1771. 

The seals of the United StateB 
and of the different departments 
of the government will also be 
shown in this exhibit. The seal 
of the Department of Justice is 
Yery handsomely painted, and 
the oTigin of the motto has puz- 
zled many good Latinists of the 
present day. 

Perhaps the most striking ob- 
ject in this exhibit is a beautiful 
female figure representing Justice, | 



which was designed from sugges- 
tions made by Major Frank 
Strong. She holds the traditional 
scales in one hand and on un- 
sheathed sword in the other. 
Major Strong, in spite of the 
stern*-r duties of his profession, is 
n fine artist, and has with his 
own brush painted a number of 
beautiful pictures. 

There will be a collection of au- 
tograph letters in the exhibit from 
former Presidents of the United 
States, including some from Presi- 
dent McKinley, showing evidence 
of their clemency towards con- 
victed persons. 

Fine photographs of the prisons 
of the United States will be ex- 
hibited. 

The scope of the exhibit is nec- 
essarily small, but it is one of ab- 
sorbing interest, especially to the 
more cultured classes. 

This exhibit has been ooilected 
by Major Frank Strong, the gen- 
eral agent for the Department of 
Justice, and the Representative 
on the Government Board for the 
Pan-American Exposition.
